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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states, "Claim 1 relates to a network 
system wherein a network security managing section and a network connecting section are both separated from a home server by a 
firewall. Specifically, the network security managing section which is on the opposite side of the firewall of the home server is able to 
initiate setting changes of the firewall. This feature is found in the originally filed application in Fig. 1 and furthermore from page 9 line 3 to 
page 10 line 17. No new matter has been added." Examiner disagrees with applicant's statement. Applicant further argues "Paragraph 47 
line 16 of Syvanne, however, teaches that the personal firewall of each user must send a query to the central management for updates on 
the firewall ("the personal firewall sends a rule update query to the central management, such as the personal firewall management server 
8 in Fig. 1")." Examiner respectfully disagrees as Syvanne discloses "upon receiving the query, the management section 8 sends updates 
if there are any", which is left out by Applicant. In addition applicant's specification describes performing update and installation upon 
request therefore, the management section 8 of Syvanne meets the claim limitation. Finally, with regard to Applicant's argument about the 
laptop 1 is on the same side on the firewall as the management 8, the rejection does not mention laptop 1 (see paragraph 47), and also 
the reference should not be argued as a piecemeal analysis where the rejections are based on combinations of references. Also 
Examiner disagrees with Applicant's interpretation of Syvanne fig.1 and applicant's fig.1 , Applicant specification only specifies that fig.1 is 
a personal security system connected to a public network (the Internet). Applicant's interpretation of the home server and managing 
section as being opposite side is nowhere described in the specification. For at least the reasons cited above, the request for 
reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance. . 
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
